According lo him Hi 
$10 bill is counterfeit.^! by eighteen differ 
cut gaags, and one quarter of all oui cur 
rency is comterfeit, so llml the most hones 
of us hti9 passed counterfeit mom-y to a 
appalling extent. This same engraver think 
that government bonds have been iniilaln 
to such an exlcnt as to bring on n hnaucia 
panic oue of these days. 
When this en 


graver was telling these dreadful storie 
with perfect solemnity, wo hope his sincor 
ity was counterfeit. 


The civil war in Louisiana IB now excit 


ing so'much interest that wo should do our 
readers a favor if wo could give them a re 
Burae of the history of the quarrel, 
and, i 


we cannot do thai, we can at least show ii 
what a wrelched muddle Ihe affairs of tha 
stato are. 


On the fourth of last November, 
War 


moth being governor, there was n genera 
election of state as well as federal officers 
Tho rival state tickets were bonded by Me- 
Enury and Perm on one part, and Kellogg 
and Antoino on tho other. 
The former 


was tho ticket, favored by Qov. Wsrmoth, 
and tho latter hy Lt. Qov. PinchbacK 
Of 


Pinchback a few words may not be amiss. 
He is a gentleman of color who began his 
career us »n attache of a bank in Cincin- 
nati,— a faro bank it was. 
During the 


precess ot reconstruction ho moved lo Lou- 
isiana. Last fall ho was a member of the 
state senate, aud ou tue death of the lieut. 
governor he bad himself elected president 
of the Senate, and acting lieutenant govern 
or. 


The returus of the election were made 


to the board of canvassers, which consisted 
of Qov, Warmoth. Lt. Oov. 1'incuback, 
Secretary of Stuto Heron, and two men 
Darned Lynch and Anderson. 
Warmoth, 


Heron and Lynch then voted that ns the 
other two members of the board were can- 
didates in tho election, Pinchback having 
run for congressman at Inrge, they wore 
incompetent to sit on tho hoard. Warmolh 
then turned Hemn out of Ihe bonrd nn 
some charge of rascality, and appointed 
Wharton in liis placo, and the other vacan- 
cies wuro fllled by the elections of Hatch 
and Dupout. Lynch then voluntarily re- 
tired from this hoard, united himself with 
Heron whom tho governor had turned ou!, 
and these two elected Longstrect,and Haw- 
kins to flll "vaeaccies" ou their board. All 
this wbilo Heron was only an ad Interim 
secretary, aud about this time the supreme 
court of tho stale decided that his appoint- 
out was illesral, aad that ono Bovco wns 
tho real secretary. Bo Dovco took his phce 
wilh tho second hoard and Heron founn 
himself a^rif'. 


It will hG'Seen that by Ibis time the 


jack knife whose blado hail been repaired 
witn a new handle, and whose handle had 
been repaired wilh a new bladc,had become 
two jack knives, each ot wbicb was tlio 
only lind original one. 


Tho Warmoth board bad the sympathies 


of all the original while people of the Slate, 
nud controlled the property. 
The Bovoc 


board wss sustained by Iho carput buggers, 
and controlled tbo firms. 
The 
returns 


wero all iu Waruroth's hands, but without 
waiting for a report from eilher bonrci Kel- 
logg and Antoine applied lo Judge Durell 
of the U. B. court, under tho form of n 
chancery suit, for protection from some 
injustice, that they feared the Warmolh 
board would do them. 
Ou this occasion 


Duroll issued that batch of orders which 
have made him infatuous.and oue of which 
directed the U. S. marshal to sel/a (he 


menl It wus MeK^ery'd, whllo one, Mr. 
Trnmhull, win p'oiilllvo Hint McEntry was 
duly clocled governor. 
Hlnce that report 


tho McEnery parly havo claimed that they 
are sustained by congress, whllo Iho Kel- 
logg parly rely on tho support of the ad- 
ministration. 


It is natural that In tho absence of any de- 


cisive action by Congress, Iho administra- 
tion should folbw the stale couri, and sup- 
port Ite canvassing board which declared 
Kellosg clccled, but i! is difficult to under 
stand how any board, no matter how legal- 
ly constituted, can legally declare any man 
elected wlien such board has no election 
returns to show for it. 


With Ihe assistance ot Judge Durcll's 


writs, and tho dictatorial authority delega- 
ted by Unit eminent jurist to the United 
Stales marshal, nnd with the aid of Ihe ills 
tinguished Casey and his custom house t\b- 
sociales, Kellogg and his henchmen are in 
the ascendant. 


The partisans of McEucry, who, as we 


have said belore, have Ihe most of the pio- 
perly in tlio slate, have refused lo piy 
tuxes to Kollogg's officers, aud Kollogg, 
with n contempt for Iho law aud the con- 
stitution which rivals that of his friend 
Durcll, has bought a river steamer, and 
armed her us a gun boa!, nud has armed the 
metropolitan police of New Orleans, and 
sent them lo distant parls of' the state, 
to Install his officers, nnd collect his taxes. 


Thus the unhappy Slate ol Louisana is in 


a condition of civil war, thanks to the nog 
iect of Congress, anil Iho usurpation of 
Durell, this stale of affairs is likely to last 
lillucxt Deceinher.unless, before that, Gen. 
Emory is instructed to install the Kelloj'g 
;ovcrmnont ou the ipsc dixit of the four 
men Lynch, ]jovee, Longstrcel and Hav/- 
dns who constitute the legal (!) retaining 
board. 
And meanwhile certain newspapers 


iave the cil'rontry to head all thoir Ltuiir- 
.inadespatches "Me Enery'a Rebellion." 


Tlio "negro massacre" In Colfux parish 


las occasioned a good deal ol excitement 
among certain parlies in Ihe North, and a 
whole Sunday school in Cincinnati, pastor 
and all, after having inado thcmselvos lolei- 
able familiar wilh such passages of Script- 
ure as inculcate love to enemies, and tho 


ropriely of leaving vengeance lo tho Doily, 
ave petitioned tho president lo visit the di- 
esl punishment on the perpetrators of thai 
ulrnge ; not ou Iho leaders only, but on all 
vho wero connected with it. Now what is 
he trulh about that massacre ? 
liellogg's 


heriu", a colored man, and his friends, 
af- 


er Imping committed tho grossest outrages, 
moling white people, and rilling and bum-

might be wisely diverted to the repression 
of this very serious evil of tea tippliag. 
Tea in anything beyond moderate quantities 
is as distinctly a narcotic poison as is opium 
or alcohol. It is capable of ruining the di- 
gestion, of enfeebling and disordering the 
heart's action, and of generally shatterifR 
the nerves. And it must be remembered 
that not merely is it a question of narcotiu 
excess, but ths enormous amount of hoi 
water which tea bibbers necessarily diink is 
exceedingly prejudicial both to digestion 
and nutrition. In short, without pretend- 
ing to place this evil on a^)ar as to general 
effect with those caused by alcoholic drinks 
1, 


one may well insist that our tctotal reform- 
ers have overlooked, and even to no small 
extent, encouraged a form of animal in- 
dulgence which is as distinctly sensual, ex- 
travagant and pernicious as any beer-drink- 
ing or gln-awilling in the world.— [Scott's 
Journal of Health.
